ACHE IN BACK OF HEAD 
AND NECK 

One of the common types of 

aches is that found in the back 
of the head and neck. The ache ts 
'generally of a dull nagging o 
“drawing character Usually the 
back of the neck feels tight and if 
the fingers are firmly pressed 
along the back of the neck, a feel- 
ing of soreness may be noticed 

The unusual thing about this 
type of ache is that the cause is 
generally over two feet away, being 
located in the lower part of the 
ubdomen, The organs most likely 
|to give rise to this particular ach 
are the pelvic organs, and conges- 
tion or irritation in the pelvic or- 
gans may show itself, not in the 
pelvis, but through the back of the 
head. 

Thus congestion arising in the 
uterus or ovaries in women and in
